FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To THE Town or MILForp, N. H. 


GENTLEMEN: 

In accordance with the provisions of the resolution by which 
the board of water commissioners was created, we herewith 
present our first annual financial and statistical report.

MAINS. 


The main pipe line consists of the following : 
Sizes, 
10 inch, 8 inch, 6 inch, 4 inch, 2 inch, 
442 feet, 7,659 feet, 16,994 feet, 2,419 feet, 300 feet,, 
Total, 31,799 feet or 6.02 miles. 
The three hydrants added during the year were placed as fol- 
lows: One atthe corner of E. Union and Deane streets; one at 
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the corner of Oak and Deane streets and one on Oak opposite 
‘Willow street. A new hydrant was also put in on Maple street 
near the bridge to replace the one which was broken by a run 
away team. 

In putting in the new services we have in each case made a 
fair and careful estimate of the cost and have charged the in- 
dividual as nearly actual cost as we could with safety to the town. 
We have invariably used the iron cement lined pipe for services 
and it has never failed to give good satisfaction. 


WATER. 


The year past has given our water supply as severe a test as it 
probably will ever receive in the matter of drouth. But even 
during the driest period, with the average daily consumption not 
less than 65,000 gallons per day, there was enough water to meet 
all 1equirements. As the demand for water increases it is obvious 
that the supply must be increased as well, and within a very few 
years we hope there will be a sufficient number of private water 
takers to enable the town to construct another well of equal size 
and capacity. 

The quality of the water has been uniformily good throughout 
the year, and we believe no water works in the country can pro- 
duce any better. ‘There has been a good deal of waste and mis- 
use of the water, although it has been our constant endeavor to 
guard against it. We have had occasion many times to repri- 
mand for waste and misuse and various fracture of rules and we 
wish it distinctly understood, that while the works remain in 
charge of the present commission, we propose to maintain the 
dignity of our regulations so far as les in our power. 


EXTENSION OF MAINS. 


Six applications have been received for the extension of main 
pipes as follows: 

From end of main on Union street to corner of E. Union and 
Deane streets. 

From Lincoln street through Oak street.

Mr. F. W. Sargent has had charge of the construction and the 
work has been done thoroughly and as we believe economically. 
From the new mains we receive an income of 7 per cent. on the 
cost. . 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS.

Nearly all the leaks in gates have been caused by imperfect 
gaskets or by loosened packing. Our pressure is:so great, that 
nothing but metal and the best of rubber can withstand it. The >

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hydrant on Nashua street in frout of G. A. Avery’s store has 
been removed owing to its close proximity to the building and 
has been located on the other side of the street, directly opposite 
the point where it formerly stood. 

At the pumping station we have expended very little in the 
way of repairs. We found it necessary for the better preserva~ 
tion of the floors, to build a larger drain for the cellar and also 
to put in ventilating windows. 

The wooden supports on which the large suction and dis- 
charge pipes in the cellar rested have been replaced with solid 
supports of brick and stone. ‘The usual repairs have been made 
on pumps and boiler. Some grading has been done on the north 
and west sides of the station. A telephone has been put in, the 
line runing from the janitor’s room in the town house to the 
station.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


We believe the town of Milford is to be congratulated on the 


results of this first year’s ownership of the Water Works. From 


the financial and statistical reports of this first year, the wisdom 
of the purchase of the works by the town is more apparent than 


VEY. 


As the report shows, we have made no attempt to apply any 
part of the income to the payment of interest on the water debt, 
as the water bonds were not floated until late in the year, but 
have used the balance of income in the extension of the mains 
in directions where it seemed imperative so to do. We believe 


that the permanent future success of the works, as well as 


increased progress in house building, is largely dependent on a 
discreet extension of the system. 
In all extensions made the past year, the income has increased 


one-third over the amounts pledged on the petition. 


We believe that by careful management on the part of the 
Commissioners, and a strict adherence to the rules and regula- 
tions governing the use of water, on the part of the citizens, 


the success of the Milford Water Works is already assured.

REPORT OF FIREWARDENS. 


The Board of Firewardens submit the following report of the 
condition of the Fire Department for the year ending Feb. 29th, 
1892: 

The Department consists of Eagle Hose Co., 12 men; Sou- 
hegan Hose Co., 12 men; and Alert Hook and Ladder Co., 16 


- men. 


We have added four men to the Hook and Ladder Co. the 
past year, as twelve men were insufficient to do the work. 


APPARATUS. 


Eagle Hose Wagon; Souhegan Hose Wagon; Alert Hook 
and Ladder Truck; Neptune Fire Engine and Hose Carriage; 
Souhegan Fire Engine and Hose Carriage, all fully equipped; 
No. 1 Fire Engine unfit for use. 

We would advise selling Souhegan Fire Engine and Carriage, 
as there seems to be no use for it. 

Hose and material on hand, 1,600 feet, 2 inch; hose in good 
conditon, 2,500 feet, 2 1-2 inch hose, in good condition, 1,000 
feet of which is new. 

The rubber coats are in very poor condition, and new ones 
are very much needed. 

There have been four new hydrants added the past year, mak- 
ing the total number forty-seven. 

The fire alarm isin poor condition, but, as the new engine 
room is nearly completed, and the alarm will be removed to it 
soon, it will: be put in good condition at that time. The old 
engine house, after the removal of apparatus to the new quarters, 
will not be needed for fire purposes. ‘The shed on School street 
can be used for storage purposes. 
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We recommend the appropriation of $900 for the Fire De- 
partment. This will cover the actual expenses for the year, 
and also furnish the new rooms, as we think necessary for the 
Department.

REPORT OF RIVERSIDE CEMETERY COM MITTEE 


The committee on Riverside Cemetery would respectfully 
submit the following report: 

Last spring your committee visited various cemeteries in the 
viciuity of Boston and gained thereby much valuable informa- 
tion regarding survey, management, etc., of the same. In 
this connection we engaged Mr. Ernest W. Bowditch of Boston, 
who has given usa fine plan of the entire cemetery, as we 
deemed it advisable to adopt a survey and plan of the whole, 
so that whatever is done in future may be a part of the com- 
pleted cemetery. 

Some of the lots have been staked, a part of the avenues 
graded, and one burial made. Several lots have been spoken for 
and will be taken in the spring. Citizens and visitors who have 
looked the cemetery over are enthusiastic as to iocation, and all 
agree that for natural beauty it cannot be surpassed. We have 
expended during the year seven hundred dollars and thirty-one 
cents ($700.31) of the one thousand ($1,000) appropriated last 
year. 

More fence is needed, and asimprovements must be made each 
year to render it desirable, therefore, we recommend that the 
sum of three hundred dollars ($300) be raised and appropriated 
for further improvements the present year. Also that all money 
received from the sale of lots be used in improving Riverside 
Cemetery.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


A fair consideration of matters, relating to the public health 
during the year which has elapsed since our last annual report, 
leads the Board to believe that in sanitary affairs we have asa 
town and village advanced and improved, and have an encour- 
aging prospect ahead. 

Any measure adopted, or labor performed, or expense in- 
curred, for the purpose of making a town or city more healthful 
and habitable, naturally arranges itself under one of three 
general subjects. First, improvement of water supply. Sec- 
ond, improvement in the means for the disposal of this water 
after it has been used, and third, more thorough disinfection. 

That we are in possession of an abundant supply of water, 
of good quality, by means of our town system, is we think gen- 
erally admitted. The conviction that its use for domestic 
purposes should be as widely extended as possible, grows 
stronger with each succeeding year. Enough has been written 
ia previous reports concerning the impurity of a large portion of 
our wells, and the subject is referred to again only as a reminder 
that in them a positive danger to health may appear at any 
time, and to suggest their abandonment and the employment of 
a service from the public system wherever it is practicable to 
do so. 

We are aware that the number of new water-takers is rapidly 
increasing, and would encourage the movement as one of the 
greatest possible value. 

A very important assistance in the matter of drainage was 
rendered last summer by the extension of the system of sewers. 
By means of the appropriation made at our last annual meeting, 
the sewer on.Ambherst street was extended to a point just 
beyond the residence of Mrs. Addison Knight, and the lower 
part of the western branch of the general system, which runs 
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through Clinton street, and discharges into the river below the 
** Wilcox Dam,” was well .advanced. It is most earnestly 
desired that the work upon this sewer may be continued during 
the coming season, and that an appropriation for this purpose 
may be made. 

We believe that such portions of the laws of our State as 
permit towns or cities to require the dwellers upon streets, 
where sewers are constructed, to connect therewith all drain 
pipes suitably trapped and guarded, should be enforced. The 


parts of the general statutes referred to have been adopted 
already by vote of the town. 
As a reason for this belicf, we may say that such an arrange- 


ment, in many instances, furnishes the only available means for 
efficient disposal of filth and waste. Such parts of the system 
as were located for construction last summer, were so placed as 
to furnish a means for the abatement of nuisances that could 
not be otherwise disposed of, except for a brief period. The 
expense of entering the sewer, and the increased taxation inci- 
dent to the furnishing to each householder of a means of dis- 
posal of objectionable matters would rarely work hardship, and 
the advantage derived would be marked and permauent. 

The subject of more thorough disinfection is most earnestly 
recommended as worthy of closer attention. This comprises 
better ventilation of stables and vaults, and the freer use of 
absorbants of liquids found thereabouts. There should also be 
greater care in the disposal, in and about the sick room, of 
agents for the prevention of the spread of contagious diseases, 
as well as a more painstaking renovation of such quarters, after 
the disease has passed. We can only refer briefly to this sub- 
ject, but would again suggest its great importance. 

We have passed through the year of 1891 without any serious 
epidemic of what might be called Areventive diseases. An 
outbre.k of scarlet fever occurred last spring—about thirty 
cases in all. Its spread was prevented, to a great extent, by 
quarantining the patients, but a greater degree of success in this 
respect might have been attained had directions, in a few 
instances, been strictly followed. 
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Of typhoid fever, four cases occurred. Two of these are 
believed to have been imported—the subjects coutracting the 
disease elsewhere. Of diphtheria nct a single case was ob- 
served. 

It is believed that the interest shown by the citizens of Mil- 
ford, in the subject of sanitary reform, is a thing of vigorous 
and steady growth. We feel that this is a matter of encourage- 
ment and congratulation. It is only through such interest and 
assistance that any cause, however worthy, makes any real 
advance.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Lo the Inhabitants of the Town of Milford: 

The Board of Education respectfully present for your consid-- 
eration, this report of the condition of your public schools for the 
year ending Feb. 29, 1892, and at the same time would present 
to you the needs of these schools for the ensuing year, that they 
may be so met as to ensure continued success. . 

The school year opened under very favorable auspices, but 
sickness and the fear of an epidemic of scarlet fever so affected 
all the village schools of the grades below the grammar, that at 
the close of the termin June, not one-third of the pupils enrolled, 
remained. The fall term opened with overflowing rooms in. 
these grades, and the winter sickness has not seriously affected 
them: 

The High school will remain in session one week after this. 
report closes, in consequence of the postponement of the opening 
of the session owing to the unexpected resignation of Miss. 
Brackett during the holiday recess. Of the class to be graduated 
in\ June, four are fitting for college and others will continue their 
studies at institutions specially fitting them for the callings they 
propose to pursue. Advance and review work had been arranged 
accordingly; therefore the students were quite disturbed lest 
their work should be interrupted, but we were fortunate enough 
to secure one who could pursue the same line, taking all Miss 
Brackett’s classes and the work moves satisfactorily on without. 
a break in the plans already laid out. 

Miss Brackett donated to the school four books, dedicating one 
to each class, these with some works on astronomy contributed 
by Miss J. E. Snow make quite an addition to the library. 

The Agricultural Bureau send every day a weather map and if — 
we had a daily paper, our High school might give us the prob-~ 
abilities. 
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At the grammar school much has been accomplished repre- 
senting hard and faithful Jabor on the part of teachers and pupils. 
The class which will enter the High school in the fall, has done 


an unusual amount of preparatory work with most excellent re- 
sults. 


The boys of this ‘school have displayed their patriotism in a 
very commendable way, having, entirely through their own 
efforts, secured a handsome flag, and presented it to the town to 
float over the grammar school building whenever the school is in 
session. Mr. C. G. Macomber donated a flag staff, a valuable 
and highly appreciated gift. Interesting exercises including 
singing, recitations, etc., accompanied the presentation, Friday, 
Jan. 26, and the grammar school building has the honor of be- 
ing the first school building over which the Star Spangled Ban- 
ner waves. 

The intermediate school has been very large most of the year, 
and in January we again placed an assistant there, though the 
accommodations are not suitable for such an arrangement, but 
even under unfavorable circumstances good work has been’ done 
and the classes are quite up to the requirements of the grade. 
The light is so poor that on very many-days during the winter 
study has been impossible in the latter part of the afternoon. 
The West Primary has been very full and an assistant has been 
constantly employed, though here, as at the intermediate, there 
are not the requisite conveniences for a double school, but 
obstacles seem to have been overcome and the work is of a high 
order. 

The East Primary has been so lurge that an extra row of desks 
had to be placed against the wall, and one of the dressing rooms 
utilized as a very convenient recitation room. ‘The assistance 
has been furnished from the senior class of the High school, and 
volunteer aid from one of the yraduates ot *91. Lhe grade of 
the class to be promoted in the tall 1s in advance of any class 
heretofore promoted. Lhe First ’rimaiy has had very lttle as- 
sistance, though it has been quite large so that the regular seating 
capacity was insufficient, but all are now well accommodated 
and the lit.le folks are making :apid progress. 
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UNGRADED SCHOOLS. 


The Shedd and Howard schools were so small at the opening 
of the fall term, that it was thought best to close those houses. 

Transportation was furnished the Howard to the village and 
the others to the Osgood. That arrangement continues with the 
Howard pupils, but there being more to attend the Shedd in the 
winter, and not being able to provide transportation, that house 
has been open for a few weeks. Tne Osgood school had a very 
full attendance until Christmas vacation, but it has been almost 
entirely broken up by whooping cough the last seven weeks. The 
North school was somewhat interrupted by the same trouble in 
the fall, but it has been quite large most of the year. At Feder- 
al Hill the attendance has been fair, some of the younger ones 
having been kept at home on account of sickness At Pine Val- 
ley the record is remarkably good, there being a marked im- 
provement in very many cases. Some of those who have here- 
totore blackened the register have not had an absent or tardy: 
mark for weeks. 

In many respects the ungraded schools have had a very pros- 
perous year. Without exception the teachers have been earnest, 
faithful workers and the pupils have shown a commendable 
spirit of application, and made excellent progress. We would. 
especially commend the year’s work. ea 


TEXT BOOKS. 


The schools are now well supplied with the regular text - 
books, and the coming year it would be well to furnish supple- 
mentary and reference books, which, with the supplies that must. 
constantly be replenished, will require about the same sum as last 
year. Several books are needed for reference in the High school,. 
a physiological chart for the grammar school and several maps 
and reference books for other schools. 


REPAIRS. 


The High school building has been quite thoroughly renovated. 
throughout, the walls of each room and the entire woodwork. 
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“outside having received a fresh coat of paint. A concrete walk 
has been laid from the street to the door of the East Primary 
-and steam pipes carried through an ante-room, providing a com- 
‘fortable recitation room for that school. The West Primary 
‘room has had the paper removed and the walls tinted. The Pine 
‘Valley fence has been rebuilt. These constitute the heavy items 
‘of expense, as the repairs in other sections have been slight. 

The bell at the High school building having given out, a new 
‘one must be furnished, incurring, probably, an expense of about 
‘one hundred dollars. The desks in the Grammar school room 
-are too small and should be replaced by larger, while they should 
be placed in the room below. New single desks should replace 
‘the double at the Intermediate, then all the rooms will be well 
seated and at any time when there should be a new building 
‘these could be removed, which would be so much toward furn- 
dshing. A concrete walk should be laid from Garden street to 
‘Grammar schoolhouse. 

ATTENDANCE. 


The whole number enrolled the past year is 564. Of this 
number 432 were in the graded, and 132 in the ungraded schools, 
-an increasc of 18 in graded and decrease of 4 in ungraded. 

Further particulars regarding attendance, etc., may be found 
‘in the statistical table.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To the Inhabitants of Milford: 

The library trustees herewith respectfully present their twenty- 
fourth annual report together with the report of the treasurer of 
the board giving a statement of the amounts received and the ex- 
penditures made during the year. 

The Milford Free Library was established in 1868. [rom a 
small collection of books kept.in a private house, in a few years 
its increase was such that more. adequate accommodations were 
required and it was moved to its present location in the Town 
House, in a room originally intended for the use of the selectmen. 
Again it has outgrown its quarters and in a few weeks will re- 
move to the new and commodious building erected specially for 
this purpose. 

At the annual town meeting held in March, 1891, $15,000 
was appropriated and a special committee appointed to superin- 
tend the erection of this building. It is now practically com- 
pleted and few cities or towns in our commonwealth can offer 
so pleasant or commodious rooms fora public library 

The number of bound volumes in the library at the present 
time is about 4,300; the book room in the new building will 
have ample shelf room for 15,000 volumes. 

In addition to the book room and the librarian roo.n, for the re- 
ception and delivery of books, is a large room desizn-d fora 
public reading-room which will be supplied with the leading 
magazines, daily and weekly papers. 

This will be a new, and we think, a very desirable feature to 
the library, and will be open several afternoons and evenings of 
each week. 

The transfer of the library to its new quarters will necessitate 
rearranging and recatologuing the books and a new and more 
modern system for the delivery of books will also be adopted. 
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This work, which will require several weeks’ time, together 
with an increase in the librarian’s salary and the expense of the 
additional periodicals which will be purchased for the reading 
room; the replacing of many books which, from long years of 
constant use, have become worn out; the rebinding of books and 
magazines and other necessary expenses incident to the change, 
will require a larger appropriation of money by the town, than 
has been called for during the past few years. 

The income of the fund left to the library through the generosity 
of the late Ezra M. Gay, is available for the purchase of new 
books only and cannot be used for the ordinary expenses of the 
library. 

The number of new books purchased for the library during 
the past year has been small, owing to the purchase of the lead- 
ing periodicals, the cost of binding magazines, and replacing 
books which had become defaced and worn out. As the library 
increases in size, the expenses in this direction will constantly 
increase. 

In the recent death of Clinton S. Averill, the 1itibas has lost 
one who has been a trustee since its establishment in 1868, and 
president of the trustees for many years. He was a man 
specially interested in books and his advice and counsel will be 
greatly missed. The library has a complete file of all the news- 
papers ever published in Milford with the exception of the 
‘‘Milford Republican.” It is very desirable that this paper be 
added to our collection and if any friend has a file or any single 


numbers of this weekly paper and will leave them with the 
librarian, the trustees would be pleased to acknowledge their 
receipt.
